GAINESVILLE, Miss, - Follow- 
ing many months of planning and 
designing facilities, the construc- 
tion phase of work at the NASA- 
Marshall Space Flight Center’s 
Mississippi Test Operations is 
well underway.

The Control Center is manned 
by System Coordinators on a 24- 
hour basis. R. V: Chambers, an 
electrical engineer in the Com- 
pany's Transmission department, 
is ih charge of the operation. 

The spacious control room con- 
tains highly complex telemeter- 
ing and remote control equipment 
which enables constant surveillan- 
ce and control over the 115,000 
volt system. A large diagram board 
illustrates system connections, 
both normal and abnormal, and 
Serves as an operating aid for sys- 
tem Coordinators. A series of co- 
lored lights on nearby control 
panels pinpoints conditions and 
positions of switches within the 
transmission substations being con- 
trolled. 

On completion of the control 
network within a few weeks, 
switches in the 22 major substa- 
tions located throughout the Com- 
pany's service area will be re- 
motely controlled from Gulfport. 

Telephone and teletype, leased 
from Southern Bell Telephone and 
Telegraph Co, combined with 
two-way radio facilities, provide 
reliable communications from the 
^ontro] center to Alabama Power 
Company, Southern Services, Inc., 
in Birmingham, Alabama, Gulf 
Power Company, at Pensacola, 
Florida, the Middle South Utilities 
dispatching office at Ping Bluff, 
Arkansas, all attended substations 
nn the Company's system and the 
Company's three  steam-electric 
generating plants. 

Mr. Watson emphasized the 
special value of the control oper- 
ation in handling emergency con- 
ditions which affect the Company’s 
high-voltage transmission system. 
He explained that in many cases 
of transmission system trouble 
resulting in power outages, the 
new facilities make it possible to 
isolate a damaged line or piece of 
equipment and restdre electric 
service to affected areas by re- 
mote control much sooner than 
has heretofore been possible. 

“We feel that this new facility 
's indicative of the growth and 
"rogress of Southeast Mississippi,” 
Mr. Watson said. “It is another 
example of the planning that Miss- 
Company is con- 
stantly doing to assure plenty of 
low-cost electric power to help 
Mississippi keep pace with its pro- 
mised growth and development."
